The huge pieces of stone used in building ar 
frequently found to be connected by wooden clamps. 


Cvatovs Ixsrixers or Praxts--Hoare, in his treatise on the vine, 
gives a striking exemplification of the instinct of plants, A bone was 
placed in the strong, but dry clay of a vine border, The vine sent out 
a leading, or tap root, directly through the clay to the bone. Jn its 
passage through the clay, the main root threw out no fibers; bat when 
it reached the bone it entirely covered it by degrees with the most dol- 
icate and minute fibers, like lace, cach one sucking at a pore in the 
bone. On this luseious morse) of a marrowbone would the vine eo} 
tinue to feed as long as any nuiriment remained to be extracted.
